A new mental health program 
offering Bucks County residents 
more service to combat and pre­ 
vent mental illness in the com­ 
munity was announced today 
Medically supervised “a f t e r 
care’’ of

charged from the hospital and a 
series of training courses in men­ 
tal nursing for public and visit­ 
ing nurses 
assigned 
to 
“after 
care’* are some of the new fea­ 
tures of the program. 
Hr. William J. Meyer, director. 
Bucks C o u n t y Department of 


Health, said the program, which 
has been approved by the Bucks 
County Medical Society, will pro­ 
vide “continuous professional serv­ 
ices and supervisory care to the 
mentally ill from the first day 
of their illness until they are re­ 
stored to normal community liv­ 
ing.” 
Orderly Program 
Increased emphasis, he said, will 
t*> on return of the patient to nor­ 
mal living and prevention of re­ 
currence to give an “orderly pro­ 
gram as comprehensive, as com­ 


plete and as well-integrated as 
present knowledge of mental ill­ 
ness can provide.” 
The program, which could well 
become a model for combatting 
mental illness in the community, 
is the joint product of a number 
of agencies, organizations and in­ 
dividuals who, aware of existing 
gaps in the present program, put 
their heads together and decided 
to do something about it, Dr. 
Meyer said. 
Organizations participating and 
their functions are as follows: 


Bucks County Mental Health 
Guidance Center, under the di­ 
rection of Dr. George W. Rus­ 
sell, will plan the “after care" 
phase of treatment of all Bucks 
County residents discharged from 
Norristown State 
Hospital, 
and 
will give professional guidance to 
public health nurses of tile De­ 
partment of Health and visiting 
nurses assigned to this work. This 
is in addition to the psychiatric 
counseling and treatment work al­ 
ready boing done by the center. 


The Woods Schools, at I-ang- 
homo, 
which 
is a 
residential 
treatment center for the mental­ 
ly retarded and emotionally dis­ 
turbed, will provide a series of 
courses under Dr.
